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DELIVERY 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


* It is probable winter will go out like a lamb after all, as it 
has certainly been exhausting its powers during the past week. 
Ameri Can More disagreeable weather cannot be imagined than has pre- 
vailed during the present week, and all ideas of spring have per- 
ished in the passing. 
As if in keeping with the unpleasant condition of the weather 
the general market on nearly all kinds of canned goods has been 
an unsatisfactory and some staples so remarkably so that it is 
almost impossible to locate the cause of the dissatisfaction. It is 
very early in the year yet to begin to prognosticate concerning 
the crops, but speculators are undoubtedly doing so, and it is 
evident that these speculators are bulls in some special lines of 
O eel pan e goods. But, back of it all, there is evidently a general sensation 
\ of apprehension concerning money matters which may account 
for the unsatisfactory condition of values. 

When we stop to consider that the advance in such artic‘es 
as tomatoes was an arbitrary one made at the dictation of a syn- 
dicate, either this syndicate was misinformed in its statistics

in the beginning that $1.15 per dozen for No. 3 standards should 
be the basis of value for this year, we can understand that some-

. It is patent to everyone now that, despite the numerical 


number of their agents, that the syndicate has been unable to 
sustain the $1.15 figure; the agents held by agreement or orders : 
from headquarters have mainly held valiantly to the $1.15 figure, ae 
Windsor 435, 436, 437. but it is equally certain that a very large majority of brokers 
are taking orders at $1.05 and also finding the goods. There 


are, however, as we have said, other causes for the general dis- 
satisfaction. 


In the first place, all goods of every kind throughout the 
country, except speculative ones strongly held, are weakening 
under financial influences. This applies not only to canned 
goods and other foods, but to articles of every kind, and prices

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Quick Shi pmen ts. Best Goods. are sagging everywhere in the same way that stocks have been 
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sagging for the past six months. Business transactions of all 
kinds are nowadays dependent largely upon the fluctuations of 
stocks and bonds, mainly because stocks and bonds are compelled 
to fluctuate according to the tightness or looseness of money in 
the market. And since the first of February we have been made 
aware of the depreciation of values of all kinds of securities 
under the lack of funds. 

This scarcity of money is attributed to the extent of the 
speculative interests requiring financial backing. It does seem 
to be a pity that business of all kinds should have come to be 
responsible for the errors of speculative investments in booming 
stocks, because it is a fact that the stock market lives and flour- 
ishes over the extent of the changes in its valuations. 

The other consideration in the matter is what we fear 
will prove a mistake in the Western or middle part of the coun- 
try. The extent of the corn slump of last year has resulted in 
the corn-packing section of the West almost resolving to bar 
itself out from the packing of that article this year. The result 
is that, having laid off corn packing, almost every one of these 
factories concludes to go heavily into tomato packing, and a 
number of them are already seeking orders for tomatoes to pro- 
vide for the work in the tomato-growing season. In other words, 
the West or the Middle West anyhow has concluded to pack 
tomatoes at the expense of the Eastern packers; and the astute 
jobbers everywhere naturally reason that there will be a compe- 
tition in the price of tomatoes once the season begins that will 
make very low prices for that article. We call this speculative 
on the part of the Western packers, because there is no certainty 
that they will get their crop of tomatoes in sufficient amount to 
warrant them in cutting the average price at which tomatoes are 
being offered on the Atlantic slope today as futures. 

There is no question they are entitled to look ahead and 
provide for future orders to keep them busy during the summer 
months; that is wisdom, provided it does not take the risk of 


going below cost. Production cost not 
the producer or the consumer, but it demoralizes the entire 
market when it enters into competition. It should be remem- 
bered that even one factory entering a field of this kind by ask- 
ing for propositions or orders from a hundred jobbers has the 
effect that a hundred factories would have, and that the offer of 
very low prices on futures naturally destroys the value of large 
amounts of spot stocks, especially in the year when wholesale 
buyers as well as others are doubtful of financial conditions. 
This is the nearest explanation we can reach for the sag in the 
values of standard No. 3 tomatoes. 


The prevailing wintry weather, which merely postpones the 


spring development, should somewhat mitigate the evil effects of 
both these conditions, for it is at present still true that there is 
no supply of Southern truck in sight to justify a belief that 
tomatoes can be carried over, so far as consumers are concerned, 
by recurse to new receipts of new tomatoes. 

Corn is in somewhat better condition again this week than 
it was last week. Brokers and others report quite heavy, steady 
sales as being made, and the effect of this large consumption is 
being felt in the values of the goods. We believe the known 
resolution of the Western packers to withdraw from the market 
in a general sense, resulting in an extraordinary reduction of 
supplies this summer, strengthens the position of holders in both 
first and second hands to an extent that strengthens the value of 
the goods in the market. At the same time, it should be noted 
that here in Maryland and Virginia prices of local corn are really 
much more satisfactory than they are in the larger producing 
sections of canned corn in the Northern States; 47%%c. to 55c. 
will mark the extremes of low figures in this section, where corn 
of good quality is selling in the large corn-packing States and 
centers of the North at 45c. to 5o0c.

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ably increased on account of the neglect of corn packing. 
Manufacturers of pea-packing machinery are putting out about 
four times their anticipated requirements, which alone shows 
that many corn-packing factories are going to take up pea pack- 
ing. ‘The extent to which this is done may somewhat relieve 
the rush upon tomatoes; but peas cannot afford to be ruined any 
more than any other article in their values. The packers are 
already beginning to turn calculating eyes to beans of different 
kinds. String beans were in good position last year at favorable 
prices, and we believe there is a much larger field for consump- 
tion of what the French call Harricot Vers, than has ever been 
attained in America. They usually, however, form one of the 
intermediate packs between the seasons of the great staples, and 
they need special pushing to attract public attention. 

Baked beans are getting a full amount of consideration from 
the packers and are becoming more a staple among the people. 
We believe sweet potatoes will again get particular attention this 
season; but, as usual, at the expense of squash and pumpkin. 

In cans and canners’ metals we note the following changes: 
The American Can Co. announced changes in values on all sizes 
amounting to 5c. per 100 or 50c. per 1,000, and it is intimated 
that this increase will be continued at about the same amount 
from month to month for the next few months. This advance 
could naturally be expected considering the advances in canners’ 
metals, 

There is a change in pig tin, which rules this week at 
$36.50 to $36.75. We note no change either in the quotations of 
tin plates or pig lead, and naturally solder remains unchanged.

New York Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, March 14.—Movement in canned goods was 
exceptionally light in February, and the same conditions hold 
good to a certain extent in March. Buyers are extremely con- 
servative in their acts and are not taking anything which they 
cannot use immediately. There is little interest in the market. 
beyond supplying the ordinary routine demads of business. 

Tomatoes.—A weakness has developed in the tomato market 
which is difficult to trace, but is responsible for sales as low as 
$1.02%. It cannot be learned how extensive the sales at this 
figure have been, but at $1.05 it is understood that considerable 
quantities have changed hands. There are reports that a sale of 
1,000 cases was made at g5c., but whether it was true or not, it 
is impossible to find out. This bold assertion is modified some- 
what by another one, that the goods were of a country packed 
brand which could scarcely be classed as standards. ‘The syndi- 
cate is reported as buying, but that is also unconfirmed, but 
whatever is being done the effect is to seriously unsettle the 
market. So far as sales are concerned, it is impossible to buy 
goods from the syndicate at less than $1.15. It is a difficult 
situation to secure a line on, and what is said here is probably 
not the whole truth, but it may represent some approximation to 
what is passing in the trade. Futures are held at 75c. for full 
standard Maryland 3s and goc. for standard New Jersey 3s. 
Not much is doing in either. 

Corn.—Movement is slow, but the market remains steady 
for desirable goods and holders are less inclined to offer at re-

duced rates. The situation is said to promise improvement 
rather than otherwise, though when it will come depends alto- 
gether upon circumstances which may develop later. 

Peas.—The market is quiet, with occasional inquiry for 
good stock to cost about 75c. Very few are obtainable at that 
price, however. 

Asparagus.—Spot demand is active, but the supply is small 
and large orders are hard to fill. Jobbers hold the bulk of the 
spot goods, and in some instances have refused to sell to anyone 
outside their own customers. Little business is possible outside 
the retail distributing channels. California packers expect to 
have about 300,000 cases this year, which will be a substantial 
increase as compared with the past few years, but will not nearly 
supply the demand. 

Salmon.—The market for red Alaska is firmer and more 
active. Cheap grades are reported about cleaned up and that 
has forced buyers to increase orders for red Alaska. Columbia 
River chinooks are quiet, with sales reduced to the lowest possi- 
ble point because of small availabe supplies. 

Sardines.—Only relatively small lots are selling and the 
market remains unchanged at previous range. The attempt of 
packers to get together has resulted in nothing yet, but if the 
attempt succeeds by the next packing season, it is all that is 
expected. 

Fruits.—The market presents no fresh features. Holdings 
are being gradually reduced, and sellers are firm in their views, 
refusing to make concessions, excepting occasionally when a lot 
is to be cleaned out. The feeling is firm in peaches, apricots 
and pears, with practically no prospect of any reduction in 
price. It is expected that all holdings will be entirely cleared 
before the new pack is ready for distribution.

Directions For Testing the Vitality of Seed Corn. 


Purdue (Ind.) University Agricultural Experiment Station. 


No farmer can afford to neglect making sure that every ear of corn he 
uses for seed will produce strong vigorous plants. The difference between 
none and two or three weak ears per bushel of seed corn may amount to 
hundreds of bushels in the resulting crop. The cost of producing an acre 
of corn is practically the same whether the stand of plants is good or poor, 
so why not have the good stand and the larger crop? 

To make the germination test, proceed as follows: 

1. Make a shallow tray or box about two feet by three feet in size and 
twoinches deep inside. Bore small holes, one and three-quarter inches apart. 
in the sides and ends about half an inch trom the top. Through these holes 
string light copper or galvanized wires both ways, thus marking the tray off 
into squares—a square for the kernels of each ear of corn to be tested. A 
stout string may be used instead of the wire, but it will last only one sea- 
son. Instead of weaving in the cross wires, a piece of large meshed wire 
chicken fencing may be nailed on top of the tray, with a half-inch strip all 
around the edges on top of the wire so that when the tray is covered the 
cover will not rest on the wire. This is the “tester.’’ 

2. Fillthe tester up to the wires with earth or sand and thoroughly wet it. 

3. Take the tester to where your seed corn is stored, or take both tester 
and the selected seed corn to a place where you can work conveniently. 

5. Take the first ear of corn and remove five kernels, each from a dif- 
ferent part of the ear, and put them on the first square in the upper left- 
hand corner of the tester and press them down into the earth. Lay the 
ear on a shelf or table. Then take the next ear and proceed in the same 
way, putting the kernels in the square to the right of the first and the ear in 
the corresponding position beside the first ear on the shelf. Continue this 
until the first row of squares is filled, then turn and come back on the next 
row below. The ears corresponding to the second row of squares may be 
laid in a row on top of the first row on the shelf. Whatever the system fol- 
lowed, the ears must be so arranged that the ear belonging to the kernels 
in a certain square in the tester may ce easily located. 

5. After the kernels are all placed and well pressed into the wet soil, 
carry the tester into a room where the temperature can be kept around 70 
degrees. The ordinary living room will be about right, but the tester 
should not be put near the stove. 

6. Cover the tester with panes of glass, resting lightly on the sides so 
as to let in a little air. Glass makes the best cover because it prevents dry- 
ing out and at the same time permits one to see how the corn is getting 
along without lifting the cover. 

7. After four or five days take off the cover, carry the tester to where the 
corn is stored and then examine the kernels in each square. If any lot of 
kernels shows dead germs or weak sprouts, throw away the ear from which 
they came. Never use an ear which does not show at least four strong 
roots and stem sprouts ovt of five kernels tested. 

The tester may be made of any size convenient. The one described 
above will test about three bushels of ear corn at a time, or every five minutes.

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

Tomatoes are offering more freely, No. 3 standards being purchasable 
at below $1.10 per dozen on the spot. No. 2 and gallon tomatoes continue 
strong in tone, the supply of each size being small. Undoubtedly some of 
the holders of No. 3 tomatoes fear that the time is none too wide to allow 
of the distribution of all of the holdings of No. 3s before new goods arrive, 
and consequently they are unwilling to wait until the market recovers from 
the present dullness. They are not exactly scared, but they would rather 
accept $1.07%4 than wait for $1.10, and among the number of persons with 
weak backbones are some of the local wholesale grocers. In future toma- 
toes the interest is small, but the market seems to be firm enough in tone. 
Corn is slackening in demand, without, so far, losing strength. Peas are 
not so active and not so firm in tone. It almost seems as though the gen- 
eral list had agreed to take the cue from tomatoes and act accordingly. 
The close was tame and heavy pretty much all through the list. Lenten 
observances have not as yet affected the demand for salmon. In fact, 
salmon is apparently going out of fashion asa part of the Lenten fare,— 
Merchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 

The tomato market is very much unsettled. The syndicate’s price is 
still $1.15, and no purchases can be made for less than that. Other holders, 
however, are not so strong in their ideas, and offerings are made all the 
way from $1.02% for fair standards up to $1.10 for so-called full standards. 
The syndicate holds the bulk of the full standards, and most of the low- 
priced offerings are below strict standards. Nevertheless, a limited number 
of full standards can be bought today for 2%c. to 5c. below the market, 
and the market will likely remain unsettled until they are cleaned up. The 
demand for tomatoes is very light. Future tomatoes are in fair demand at 
unchanged prices. Corn is quiet and unchanged. A fair business has been 
done in future Maine corn. Peas are quiet, both as to spot and futures. 
The market is in good shape and spot offerings are light. Peaches are un- 
changed and in iight demand. The Baltimore line is unchanged, string 
beans continuing strong. They may advance another 2'c. before they are 


through. California canned goods are unchanged and in first hands quiet.— 
Grocery World. 
Chicago. 

Demand for canned fruits has been better of late and this, taken to be 
the forerunner of the regular spring consumption. Prices are very firm on 
everything in the canned fruit line, especially peaches, which are scarce in 
packers’ hands in California, also in the Eastern States, New York and 
Maryland. Canned corn is in good request from the retail trade, who 
report large consumption of this article. Tomatoes are steady. Peas are 
firm and scarce. String and Lima beans are firmer, under influence of 
reduced stocks. Canned apples are very scarce, both sizes, gallons and 
3-lbs. Salmon is very firm and the expectation is prices will go higher, 
owing to the very light stocks now on the Pacific Coast. There is a 
scarcity existing in all grades, both fine salmon, like Columbia River 
chinooks and Puget Sound sockeyes, as well as red and pink Alaska. 
Domestic and imported sardines are steady as to price. Cove oysters are 
firm, as also are lobsters and other canned fish.—Grocers’ Criterion. 


Montreal, Can. 

Tomatoes have advanced another 5c. and now bring 10. The 
scarcity of tomatoes is keenly felt by dealers, and it is expected that 
prices will continue to advance until the arrival of the new crop. The only 
other way in which the situation may be bettered is by the arrival of 
southern packings, which is altogether an unlikely event, considering the 
high prices asked. In other lines there is nothing new to mention. There is 
the usual demand for canned goods for consumption, but the supplies are 
good, and these demands are easily met. Corn and peas are in store suffici- 
ently to fill orders. 

Toronto, Can. 

Tomatoes advanced another 5c. this week, and even a roc, advance is 
being asked in places. The probability is they will go higher. It is 
thought not unlikely they will be $1.25 before the new pack comes in. 
Canned fruits are going well into consumption, and prices are firm all 
round. Corn, too, is said to be getting into a better position. 

A report from the Pacfiic Coast says that the California asparagus pack, 
which will begin this month, is estimated at 800,000 cases, and will be the 
first of any account in three or four years. It has all been sold in advance. 
—Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—The Tydeus has brought 47,127 cases, and the distribution of 
these, together with the previous large arrivals, absorb the dealers’ atten- 
tion, with the result that the market is quiet. The tone, however, remains

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very firm, and there is no change to note. Lobsters are without change. 
Sardines.—There has not been much doing this week, but prices are with- 
out change. A curious feature of this market is that whilst packers with 
stocks on hand show a disposition to operate at current rates, those who 
hold no stocks will not pack except at higher prices. Amongst recent arriv- 
als are the Lusitania with 4,232 cases, the Goya with 2,052 cases, the Orissa 
with 565 cases and the Sylvania with 1,000 cases, the last three named to 
Liverpool. Meats are a firm market, and there is a satisfactory business 
passing. Fruits are quiet, but steady. Pines are very firm, although there 
is not a great deal doing at the moment. 


Liverpool, England. 
Salmon.—Business at best has been somewhat restricted during the 


week, as merchants are waiting for the supply ex Tydeus to complete 
orders on hand. The market continues very firm, with a large demand for 
best talls. Sardines.—These are in inquiry, particularly good grocery 
quarters. 

Rabbits.—There is more activity in these goods, and the country de- 
mand is increasing. Fruits.—Apricots are fairly brisk, but pears and 
peaches are inclined to be quiet. Pines —Although a rather quiet market 
has been experienced on the spot during the past week, in consequence, no 
doubt of dealers getting fair supplies from the Glaucus against their forward 
contracts, a large quantity of which are going into the country, prices are 
steady. A few transactions are reported as having taken place forward this 
week at full rates. Tomatoes are inquired for.—Grocers, Gazette. 


The Heyburn Bill As Passed by the Senate. 


(CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK.) 

Fourth. If it contain any added poisonous or other ingredient which 
may render such article injurious to human health. Provided, That goods 
intended for export shall not be deemed misbranded or adulterated when 
prepared and packed in accordance with specifications of the foreign pur- 
chaser, provided no substance is used in that is in conflict with the laws of 
the country to which the goods are to be shipped, when such country having 
laws upon the subject does not prohibit such process of preparation. Pro- 
vided, further, That when in the preparation of food products for shipment 
they are preserved by an external application applied in such manner that 
the preservative is necessarily removed mechanically or by maceration in 
water or otherwise, and directions for the removal of said preservative shall 
be printed on the covering of the package, the provisions of this Act shall 
be construed as applying only when said products are ready for con- 
sumption. 


Fifth. If it consists in whole or in part of a filthy, decomposed or putrid 
animal or vegetable substance, or any portion of an animal unfit for food, 
whether manufactured or not, or if it is the product of a diseased animal or 
one that has died otherwise than by slaughter. 

If it contain terra alba, barytes, tale, chrome yellow or other mineral 
substances or poisonous colors or flavors or colors, or other ingredients 
deleterious or detrimental to health. 

An article of food shall be deemed to be misbranded: 

First. If it is to be offered for sale under the name of another article. 
Provided, That the term ‘‘ distinctive name’’ shall not be construed as ap- 
plying to any article sold or offered for sale under a name that has come 
into general use to indicate the class or kind of the article if the name be 
accompanied on the same label or brand with a statement of the place where 
said article has been manufactured or produced. 

Second. If it be mixed, powdered, colored or stained in a manner 
whereby damage or inferiority is concealed, so that such product when sold 
or offered for sale shall deceive or tend to deceive the purchaser or user 
thereof. 

Third. If it be labeled or branded so as to deceive or mislead the pnr- 
chaser or user, or purport to be a foreign product when not so, or is an imi- 
tation, either in package or label, of another substance of a previously 
established name, or which has been trade-marked or patented. 

Fourth. If the package containing it or its label shall bear any state- 
ment, design, or device regarding the ingredient or the substances con- 
tained therein, which statement, design or device shall be false or mislead- 
ing in any particular, or if the same is falsely branded as to the country, 
State, Territory or place therein in which it is manufactured or produced. 

Fifth. An article of food which does not contain any added poisonous 
or deleterious ingredients shall not be deemed to be adulterated or mis- 
branded. In the case of mixtures or compounds which may be now, or 
from time to time hereafter, known as articles of food sold under their own 
distinctive names, and not included in definition first of misbranded articles 
of food in this section. Or in the case of articles labeled, branded or tagged 
so as to show that they are of such character, and the amount of alcohol, or 
of opium in any form, if any, contained in them. And provided further, 
That nothing in this Act shall be construed as requiring or compelling pro- 
prietors or manufacturers of proprietary foods, drugs or liquors which con- 
tain no unwholesome added ingredients to disclose their formulas of pro- 
duction, except in so far as the provisions of this Act may require to secure 
freedom from adulteration or imitation, and to show the amount, if any, of 
alcohol or of opium in any form contained in them.

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In the case of liquors, an article shall be deemed adulterated if it con- 
tain any added ingredient of a poisonous or deleterious character. 

Such liquors shall be deemed misbranded: 

First. If it is blended or rectified, or consists of an admixture of differ- 
ent grades of the same liquor, or contains or is mixed with other substances, 
and the word ‘‘ blended,”’ ‘‘ rectified,’’ or ‘‘ mixed,’’ as the case may be, is 
not plainly stated on the package in which such liquor is offered for sale, 
or if the label or any written or printed statement accompanying the pack- 
age in which such liquor is kept or sold contains any false statement as to 
the character of the contents of such package, or represents such liquor to 
be the product of any other country than that in which it was actually 


produced. 
Src. 10. That no dealer shall be prosecuted under the provisions of 


this Act when he can establish a guaranty signed by the wholesaler, jobber, 
manufacturer or other party residing in the United States, from whom he 
purchases such articles, to the effect that the same is not adulterated or 
misbranded within the meaning of this Act, designating it such article. 
Said guaranty, to afford protection, shall contain the name and address of 
the party or parties making the sale of such articles to such dealer, and in 
such case said party or parties shall be amenable to the prosecutions, fines 
and other penalties which would attach, in due course, to the dealer under 
the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 11. That every person, association of persons or corporation who 
manufactures or produces and delivers for interstate or foreign shipment or 
transportation, or who receives from any State, Territory, district or insular 
possession or foreign country other than the State, Territory, district or 
insular possession in which it is produced, and any person, association of 
persons or corporation who sells or exposes for sale in any Territory, district 
or insular possession any article of food, drug or liquor shall furnish within 
business hours and upon tender and full payment of the selling price a 
sample of such drug, article of food or liquor to any person duly authorized 
by the Secretary of Agriculture or the Secretary of Commerce and Labor to 
receive the same, and in any Territory, district or insular possession to any 
officer or agent of such Territory, district or insular possession, respectively, 
charged with the inspection of food or drugs in such jurisdiction who shall 
apply to such manufacturer, producer or person or association of persons or 
corporation selling or exposing for sale as aforesaid such drug, article of 
food or liquor for such sample in sufficient quantity for an analysis of any 
such article or articles in his or their or its possession. 

Src. 12. That any manufacturer, producer or dealer who refuses to 
comply upon demand with the requirements of section eleven of this Act 


shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not 
less than one hundred dollars or imprisonment not less than one hundred 
days, or both. And any person, association of persons or corporation found 
guilty of manufacturing or offering for sale or selling any adulterated, 
impure or misbranded article of food, drug or liquor in violation of the 
provisions of this Act shall be adjudged to pay, in addition to the penalties 
hereinbefore provided for, all the necessary costs and expenses incurred in 
inspecting and analyzing such adulterated articles which said person may 
have been found guilty of manufacturing, selling or offering for sale. 

SEc. 13. That any article of food, drug or liquor that is adulterated or 
misbranded within the meaning of this Act and is being transported from 
one State, Territory, district or insular possession to another for sale, or, 
having been transported, remains unloaded, unsold or in original unbroken 


packages, or if it be sold or offered for sale in the District of Columbia or. 


the Territories or insular possessions of the United States, or if it be im- 
ported from a foreign country for sale, or if it is intended for export to a 
foreign country, shall be liable to be proceeded against in any district court 
of the United States within the district where the same is found, and seized 
for confiscation by a process of libel for condemnation. And if such article 
is condemned as being adulterated or misbranded, or of a poisonous or 
deleterious character, within the meaning of this Act, the same shall be 
disposed of by destruction or sale, as the said court may direct, and the pro- 
ceeds thereof, if sold, less the legal costs and charges, shall be paid into the 
Treasury of the United States, but such goods shall not be sold in any juris- 
diction contrary to the provisions of this Act or the laws of that jurisdic- 
diction. Provided, however, That upon the payment of the costs of such 
libel proceedings and the execution and delivery of a good and sufficient 
bond to the effect that such articles shall not be sold or otherwise disposed 
of contrary to the provisions of this Act, or the laws of any State, Territory, 
district or insular possession, the court may by order direct that such arti- 
cles be delivered to the owner thereof. The proceedings of such libel cases 
shall conform, as near as may be, to the proceedings in admiralty, except 
that either party may demand trial by jury of any issue of fact joined in any 
such case, and all such proceedings shall be at the suit of and in the name 
of the United States. 

Src. 14. That this Act shall not be construed to interfere with com- 
merce wholly internal in any State nor with the exercise of their police 
powers by the several States. 

SEc. 15. That the provisions of this Act shall not apply to common 
carriers as such, or to their servants, agents or employes, acting for said 
common carriers. 

SEc. 16. That this Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
the first day of July, nineteen hundred and six.

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MEETING OF THE CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE. 


Discussion on the Heyburn Bill—The Maryland Pure- 
Food Bill and the Child Labor Bill. 


The regular monthly meeting of the Exchange was held on Tuesday, 
the 13th, and, despite the inclement weather, quite a good attendance was 
present. President Hugh S. Orem was in the chair, Mr. A. F. Jones, 
Secretary. 

The President introduced the subjects to be brought before the meeting 
and talked interestingly and at length upon the legislative matters, both 
national and State, affecting the industry. The Heyburn Bill, which has 
passed the Senate and is at present in the House of Representatives at 
Washington, and the proposed amendment were discussed at length, and, 
while in general the Exchange and its members are in favor of the bill— 
recognizing the necessity and value of a Pure-Food Law, there are sections 
in the Bill which do not meet with their approval. A committee was, there- 
fore appointed, consisting of Messrs. E. C. White, John S. Gibbs and Wm. 
A. Wagner, to draw up suitable resolutions covering the objections of the 
canned goods packers and present same to the Senators and Congressmen 
representing the State of Maryland. 

The Maryland State Pure-Food Bill, known as the Brewington Bill, 
also came in for considerable discussion, as it embodies a dating clause for 
canned goods. The regular Legislative Committee of the Exchange, con- 
sisting of Messrs. George T. Phillips, B. J. Meehan, H. J. McGrath and John 
Schall, were instructed to immediately look after this matter, and arrange- 
ments were at once made by telephone with Dr. Fulton, the chairman of 
the Boare of Health for the State of Maryland for a meeting in his office at 
5 P. M. that day. Accordingly the committee, and, in fact, the Exchange 
largely as a body repaired to his office to lay the matter before him, and so 
insure the prevention of any such harmful and unnecessary legislation. 
It may be added, their intentions will have the most careful attention of 
Mr. Brewington and the committee having the Bill in charge. 

Still another proposed law before the Maryland Legislature is the 
Child Labor Bill, and the Legislative Committee also reported on this. 

The discussion brought out the fact that no one in the business desires 
harm to come to children by labor or non-educatiou; but, at the same 
time, the packers need the labor of the women, which possibly means 
the mothers of the children must work in the canneries. As the counties 
have been exempted by amendment to the Bill, the packers of Baltimore 


city will ask through its legislative committee that the city canneries be 
exempted. This Bill caused a keen discussion on the flroor, for it has a 
very strong bearing upon all canners, and imposes an unjust burden upon 
the city packers. 

The Exchange also again put itself on record as favoring the adoption of 
the Haman Oyster Bill, which it has done ever since Mr. Haman first took 
his position on the question in 1892, as he did in that year by introducing a 
Bill for oyster culture in the Maryland Legislature. It is more than likely 
this Bill will be passed this session and become a law. 

A committee of three—Messrs. E. H. Miller, the vice-president, T. J. 
Meehan and Wm. F. Assau—was appointed to select a new location for the 
Exchange, as it is desired to come up town again, as before the fire. 

After the discussion of some minor matters, the meeting adjourned. 


The Proposed Cannery in Washington State. 


SPOKANE, WASH., March 3, 1906. 
THE TRADE: 

Dear Friend.— Well, here I am clear across this little country of ours 
since I was talking to you at the seashore. I arrived here last Tuesday A. 
M. This club is trying to get a factory here for canning goods, and they 
heard of me and wired me to know if I would come out here as an expert 
and look over the situation for them. I told them I would, and they wired 
to come at once. Well, Friend Judge, this is one of the most beautiful 
cities that I ever was in. This club has raised $40,000 to be spent this year 
in advertising this city in the East. They raise corn, string beans, onions, 
melons, tomatoes, etc., in the valley east of town by irrigation. The soil is 
composed of black dirt and stones from the size of a marble to a walnut 
and larger and almost as thick as the hairs on a dog’s back. But the farm- 
ers tell me that they can raise from Io to 18 tons of tomatoes to the acre. 
One man said he planted 6 acres of onions and got 124,000 pounds off the 
6 acres, The climate has been fine ever since I came. I have not had to 
wear an overcoat. There is a pickle factory here and has been for a num- 
ber of years, and they have raised as high as 6 tons of pickles to the acre. I 
cannot tell yet if they will go ahead here until some time next week. If 
they can get 200 acres pledged, I think they will. I expect to be back at 
my Philadelphia address in ten days or two weeks. Yours truly,

EDITORIAL J OTTINGS. 


The regular niiinie of the Canned Goods Exchange, which 
was held on Thursday last, was well attended, and had before it 
several matters of considerable importance. The principal among 
these was the discussion of what is known as the Dorton Bill, 
now before the State Legislature relating to the employment of 
~ children in workshops and other places. President Orem, of the 
Exchange, in calling attention to this Bill, took occasion to say 
that the individual members and firms of the Exchange were in 
no sense opposed to the Child Labor Bill, as they all recognized 
that its intention was good in general, that the care of the chil- 
dren of the State was the first duty of all; but, he said, there 
was one provision in the Bill that he felt sure the membership of 
the Exchange would generally condemn. That was the feature 
which put Baltimore city on an entirely different footing with 
the rest of the State in the epptication of the Bill. 


A number of the members spoke upon the matter, heartily 
indorsing the views of the President in their entirety, and one 
member stated that he was informed that if the Canned Goods 
Exchange, representing its membership, protested against it, the 
Legislature would give heed to their protest. The Bill virtually 
says that no.child who is uneducated, under sixteen years of 
age, shall be employed in any mill, factory or employment of 
production. The objectionable clause is that this provision shall 
not apply to the counties of the State. It is thus virtually aimed 
at Baltimore city itself. It was expressed upon the floor of the 
Exchange that it would do much to injure the canning business 
in the city, and probably throughout the whole State, as there 
are no such laws in Pennsylvania, Delaware, Virginia or sur- 
rounding States, and the experienced help of the canning facto- 
ries would take their dhildren into other States where such laws 
did not exist. 


It would be no argument, however, for Maryland to take 
bad precedent from such States. 


All that the Canned Goods 
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aes would ask is that Baltimore city shall not be ated 
out by the State or by the Legislature to sacrifice for the benefit 
of the rest of the State. Under one clause of this Bill no child 
under 12 years could be employed in any line of business unless 
it could read or write. It was shown by several speakers and 
attention called to it, that this would especially hit the canning 
factories hard, because a majority of the young people working 
in them were the children of foreign parents, Poles, Scandinavi- 
ans, Bohemians and of foreigners generally who could not speak 
English, whose children even when they can read and write 
cannot read or write English, and unless an employer understood 
all their languages, he could not possibly prove that they could 
read and write. 


One speaker said the Bill in one of its provisions would be 
putting a premium on perjury, as the parents of the children 
being required to swear to the age of the child, would unhesitat- 
ingly perjure themselves to secure whichever decision they 
wished. It is claimed that the time in which children are 
worked in the canning factories is, of course, in the summer sea- 
son, during the season of tomatoes, corn and peaches, and at 
this time the schools are closed. As an argument in the question 
of education, the Bill fails of its purpose as respects the canning 
industry, and that, whilst it would greatly injure the canning 
business in Maryland, it would also injure the families in their 
ability to support these children during the summer time. More- 
over, it was declared that the canning factories in this city, 
when young people are working in them, the mothers come 
down there to a large extent to watch their children, to see that 
they get into no harm, that they are not running the streets: 
and some factories have found it advisable even to set aside a 
large vacant space in the factory area to make playgrounds for 
the children, where the mothers can make sure of their safety. 
If they were not employed in the canning factory, they would be 
running in the streets in daily danger of their lives from wagons, 
trucks and cars. “The whole question is a very important one 
and needs to be treated with special wisdom. ‘The Canned 
Goods Exchange wanted it on record that it is not opposed to 
this Child Labor Bill; but the Exchange will probably send a 
strong delegation down to Annapolis to protest against any law 
which will discriminate against Baltimore city or put it on a 
different footing from the counties. 

From a little study of this Bill, it would seem reasonable to 
suppose that the author of the Bill believes there is more objec- 
tion in the counties to the education of the children than there is 
in Baltimore city, which, expressed in other words, is to the 
effect that the child in the county needs less education than he 
does in the city. We doubt if the legislasors will take this view 
of it when they study the Bill. 


It might be used as an argument with thoughtful parents to 
rush into the city, where education would be more compulsory 
than it is in the counties, and there is great objection everywhere 
at present to any action that will tend to drift the agricultural 
population to the city. We notice in the review -f some works 
out lately in regard to child labor that in canning factories in 
New York State children are working who are as young as four 
years of age. 

This question of child labor, however, is coming up all over 
the country and is going to be one of the strong features of the 
next two or three years. The only point to make in this matter 
before the Canned Goods Exchange was that to which attention 
was called—that what is sauce for the goose"is sauce for the gander 
—that the Representatives in our Legislature from the counties 
must not calculate to have the children educated in and at the 
expense of Baltimore cisy, whilst they themselves neglect their 
duty. ‘There are two kinds of education, the education from 
books and the education of life experince, which is found in the 
streets. The one lays the foundation far well-informed minds; 
the other is the rough, concrete basis for structures of immorality. 


The Bill in question seems to consider both of these. It 
seems to single out the county child for protection and education 
in the schools as the proper adjunct to its healthful suburban 
surroundings, whilst the child in the city may be compelled to 
attend school or else grow up ignorant in literary matters in the 
same way as it has only the vitiated air of the city streets to 
breathe. In this view of it the protest of the Canned Goods 
Exchange is a vital one, both to minds and bodies and to the 
city children, and it will be a strong hint to the Legislature that 
they are reversing their proper duty in trying such a proposition 
only upon the great city of Baltimore.

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CALIFORNIA MARKET. 
SAN FRANcisco, CAL., March 10, 1906. 

The past three or four days have been quite warm, in fact, 
the temperature has risen sufficiently to make pedestrians 
gladly seek the shady side of the street. Such weather so closely 
following the recent heavy rains will bring out all lines of agri- 
cultural and horticultural products in very short order. In 
fact, it will force things a little too rapidly in the fruit line on 
account of frosts, which are very apt to be experienced later. 
The heavy snow in the mountains will probably cause a period 
of cool weather in due time which will be most likely be felt in 
the shape of Jack Frost, and, therefore, warm, forcing weather, 
such as we are today experiencing, is apt to be expensive in 
the end. 

The canned goods situation here shows few features of inter- 
est just now. It is between seasons and late, with resultant de- 
pleted stocks and lack of interest on that account. Tomatoes are 
being held at the same figure as for some weeks—i. e.—goc. for 
2%4-lb. standards and with a few sales at the 874éc. price. 

The new factor in the sugar business on the Coast, the 
California and Hawaiian Sugar Refining Co., begins operations 
tomorrow morning and the trade is in expectancy of the com- 
mencement of a sugar war which will bring prices down quite a 


‘few pegs. I understand, on reliable authority, that the opening 


prices of the new concern will be the same as that of its competi- 
tor, the Western Sugar Refining Co. (or the Trust), and that 
concern will be left to make the initial cut, if any cutting is done 
at all. Since the new operator has secured the largest propor- 
tion of the easily available sugar, it is far better able to withstand 
price-cutting tactics than its competitor, and it is, therefore, not 
improbable that all the talk of a sugar war will amount to 
naught. ‘The canners will benefit in case anything of the kind 
shonld transpire. CALIFORNIAN.”’

The Canning Industry There--The Pineapple Packing. 
CONSTANT SPRING, JAMAICA, W. I., Feb. 5, 1906. 
THE TRADE: 

Dear Sir.—As I promised, I will endeavor to drop you a few 
lines, but hardly know what to say, as I have just about com- 
pleted the factory, and today I packed some orange marmalade, 
making the same from the Seville oranges, which are much more 
sour and tart than those you have for table use in the States. 
These oranges are very cheap here, selling for 5 shillings, or 
$1.25 per barrel of about 300 or 400. I have also packed some 
jellies and jams from same, and find they make excellent pre- 
serves. 

Guavas.—We have also packed a quantity of preserves and 
paste from this fruit, and, as it is very cheap and plentiful here, 
I expect to pack a considerable lot of it, as Guavas bring deliv- 
ered here at the factory 1 shilling per flour barrel. 

Tamarinds, Rose Apples and other varieties of fruits I ex- 
pect to get to work into preserves and for canning later on as 
the season advances. 

Pineapples.—I have not gotten to work on this fruit yet, as 
the season will not begin until about the middle of April, but 
expect to have for canning purposes about 100,000 pines of the 
red Spanish and Rippleys combined. The greater majority will 
be the red Spanish, the same as canned in Baltimore, but of a 
much larger size, having seen some few gathered for the table 
that will weigh from 5 to 11 lbs., and have seen some on the 
plants (green) that will not ripen for three weeks, but weigh 
now 8 and 10 lbs. and expect them to weigh when ripe from 12

so you can readily see he will have all. that one large factory can 
take care of. ; 

I will say he is the principal grower on the island, having 
grown pines in Florida and here for the past 22 years, and has 
been a very large shipper of pines, but he ‘states the losses have 
been so large, he has concluded to grow and can them and has 
his cannery right on the plantation. While the outlook is small 
for this season, I think there is a good future in the next 5 or 6 
years for another cannery to be established with sufficient capital 
to back it and raise its own crops for canning. ‘The land and 
climate is splendidly adapted for raising pines here, as they plant 
them about 18 inches apart. This gives you about 16,000 pines 
to the acre, and, while they have to be worked and the grass 
and weeds kept down, this can be done with little expense, as 
the labor here to do that work only costs from 2 to 3 shillings 
per day. The female help here in the factory get only 1 shilling 
per day, and the male help 1 shilling and 6 pence, or 36 cents | 
per day. I wish to state I have 2 Max Ams Heading Machines 
here and I do not know what I would do without them, as it 
would be next to an impossibility to teach help here to cap the j 
cans by the old method. And, as one young man can do as 
much and as many cans as three cappers, I consider them well 
worth the money invested in them, and having worked them in 
Porto Rico last year, I will say I have never had the complaint 
of leaks or a reclamation. I consider them indispensable to any 
and all packers.

THE TRADE: 

Gentlemen.—At the present moment the canned goods situ- 
ation is in an extremely healthy condition. The demand for 
tomatoes still continues, in fact, seems to be greater than the 
supply. Everybody wants to buy and few want to sell. We 
note also a very healthy trade in peas at prices showing an ad- 
vance of from 5c. to roc. a dozen over last year. Corn is moving 
well, being offered all the way from 5234c. to 6oc. delivered, and 
we are glad to note quite a good many takers. All the above 
applies to futures. On spot goods this market is well and over- 
supplied on tomatoes. Have an abundance of corn, but no 
cheap peas whatever; only a few good ones. Sales on all other 
lines of canned goods are satisfactory, but not large. No prices 
have been made nor anything indicated on the general line of fruit 
for 1906 packing. However, we are advised that the apricot 
crop of California would be extremely short.

Annual Meeting New York State Association. 


The annual meeting of the New York State Canned Goods Packers’ 
Association was held in the Assembly Room of the Yates Hotel, Syracuse, 
N. Y., Thursday P. M., March 8, and the following officers were elected: 
James P. Olney, Rome, N. Y., president; E.S. Thorne, Geneva, N. Y., 
vice-president; A. R. Hatfield, Utica, N. Y., secretary; M. N. Wentworth, 
Rome, N. Y., treasurer. The reports of the work done by the committees 
for the year were received. d 

The principal subjects under discussion were the contract price to the 
farmers and the extent of acreage for the coming year with the different 
packers. 

A reduction of toc. per cwt. will be paid on corn and the acreage will 
also be greatly reduced over that of last year. 


The price and acreage for peas, beans and tomatoes will be practically 


the same as last year. 


No Canadian Duty on Tin Plate. 


Canada and Canadians have been agitated recently over a proposition 
made to establish a tin plate mill in that country, and in order to foster the 
new industry, to put a tariff on tin plate importations which are now on 
the free list. How this would work is best shown in the remarks made by 
the men most directly affected, as gathered by the Canadian Gzocer. 

The Canadian Grocer has so far as possible obtained the views of 
users of tin plate among the grocery, provision’ and canned goods trade 
throughont Canada in reference to the movement directed towards securing 
a duty of 33% % ontin plate to encourage a factory being promoted at 
Morrisburg. If the government in the face of such universal opposition as 
is everywhere manifested grants the protection asked, it will assuredly be 
ill serving the great foodstuffs industries of this country. 


The object of a protective tariff is to bar foreign competition and enable j 


the producer to charge the consumer more. But that is not all; the con- 
sumer, who is the merchant, the artisan and the agriculturist, is supposed 
to receive some compensating advantage in increased trade, more work and 
enlarged markets. 

The objection to the proposed duty on tin plate is that it would increase 
the cost of many food staples to the consumer without any compensating 
advantage. That is the consensus of opinion held by representative manu- 
facturers of Toronto who put up their products in tin cans. These men are 
protectionists, their undertakings are begotten of the tariff, but in this 
proposition they see only serious disturbance of business conditions affect- 
ing in the agrregate very large investments, an added burden for the con- 
sumer and in return a very remote possibility of any substantial advantage 
to the country. Practically all the tin cans used in Canada are made here. 
The industry is protected. 

‘The proposed duty,’ said Warren W. Shoemaker, manager of Arm- 
our’s, ‘‘ would bring the Canadian manufacturer’s cost up to the Ameri- 
can’s with duty paid.’’ 

The inference was that the Canadian tin can manufacturer’s business 
would be gone unless additional protection were granted him. But that 
was not all. It was repeatedly pointed out that it would be impossible for 
any one mill or set of mills to supply anything like the variety of sizes of 
plate required for the tin-can trade. If the tin-can industries survived, the 


importations would have to go on, the result being the embarrassment of an _ 


established industry and nothing to show for it. 
Probably no firm in Canada in the foodstuffs trade at least would be 
more affected by the proposed duty than the Canadian Canners, Limited,

with their 35 or 40 canning factories scattered all over the Province of 
Ontario and their consumption of tin cans that must run into something like 
20,000,000 a year. 

A representative of the Grocer called at the head office of the firm in 
Hamilton and interviewed the executive officers. He found them very 
strongly opposed to the proposition. 

In the first place, it was contended that the factory at Morrisburg 
would not be able to produce more than one-tenth of the volume or variety 
of plate required by the Canadian trade. 

The result of the duty would be to raise the cost of 2-pound cans $2.80 
per thousand, of 3-pound cans $3.75 per thousand and of gallons $7.00 per 
thousand. On an average year’s pack this would mean an increase in the 
cost of their cans to the Canadian canners of about $107,000. 

This increase must necessarily be added to the cost, the selling price 
and eventually be paid by the consumer in the way of higher prices for 
their corn and tomatoes. Higher prices would mean decreased consump- 
tion, and the loss reflected to a degree on the producer and all concerned. 


Moreover, this company have, at no small expense, opened offices at 
London, Glasgow and Liverpool, and have worked up a large export trade 
in competitition with the United States, France, Italy and other foreign 
countries. This trade is done on a narrow margin and any increase in the 
cost of their raw materials would injuriously affect this growing trade. 

The importance of using the best grades of tin possible is fully recog- 
nized in the canned goods trade. Now the canners have the British and 
United States markets to choose from. Restricted competition might 
result in deterioration in the quality of plate that could be secured. 

These conditions apply as well to the other canning companies in 
Ontario not included in the Canadian Canners, Limited. 

Over $3,500,000 is invested in Ontario in the canning industry with an 
annyal turnover of $5,000,000. Over 6,000 farmers are engaged in growing 
fruits and vegetables for the factories and 21,000 acres under cultivation. 

It is a serious matter to disturb an industry of this importance for the 
problematical advantages of a tin-plate mill. 

The United States, with a consuming population of 80,000,000, had to 
impose a duty of 80% to establish the tin plate industry in that country, 
and they are still importing a number of lines on which the home mills 
cannot compete. 

Mr. W. C. Breckinridge, president of the Norton Manufacturing Co., 
can manufacturers, had little to add to his exhaustive statement in the 
Grocer of February 23, except the very important fact that if a duty of 33% % 


were placed on tin plate it would upset our whole tariff system. Tin plate 
is the raw material for an extraordinary large number of industries in the 
grocery, hardware and building lines. If you puta duty of 33%% on the 
raw material of these industries you wipe out their protection and imme- 
diately there would be a clamor from all sides to have the tariff raised pro- 
portionally on the articles that are manufactured from tin plate. Otherwise, 
you protect the raw material and leave open to competition all the indus- 
tries above referred to. 

William Clark, the canned meat man of Montreal, said to a represent- 
ative of the Canadian Grocer: ‘‘ You may say for me that I am opposed to 
the imposition of any such duty as 33% % on tin plate. My reason for this 
js that even if the proposed factory were established it would be utterly 
unable to supply the demand of Canadian manufacturers of tin goods. It 
would certainly mean that the price of all goods packed in tin for consump-. 
tion by the grocery trade would be enhanced in cost very materially to the 
consumer, as every manufacturer would have to add the extra cost to his 
present prices. We are very large users of tin, and the extra cost to us 
would mean in the neighborhood of $10,000 to 15,000 per year.’’ 


Peter Laing, of the Laing Packing Co., also of Montreal, said: ‘‘I 
certainly do not approve of the imposition of the proposed duty, as it will 
mean higher cost of all goods put up by us. This cost would fall upon the 
consumer. We are large users of tin pails for lard and tins for canned 
meats, and the extra expense to us would be very high.” 

The Bloomfield Packing Co., who put up the ‘‘Quaker’’ brand 
of fruits and vegetables, briefly stated their views as follows: ‘‘Re- 
garding the duty on tin plates, we have nothing to say on the subject, be- 
lieving that the consumer will have to pay the duty, as we believe it will 
be impossible to make tin plates in Canada to compete with English 
makers. The United States had a population of seventy millions before 
they attempted to establish tin plate industries.”’ 

George E. Fisher, president of the Burlington Canning Co., said when 
asked his opinion of the proposed duty: ‘‘ We think such a step would be 
disastrous to the canned goods trade, and have no hesitation in reccrding 
our objection. Anything that has a tendency to increase the cost to the 
consumer inasmuch as it lessens consumption is a serious meace to the 
business. We are continually aiming at cheap production, and do produce 
as cheaply as it is possible for us to do and maintain the quality of our 
goods. This is necessasy to effect sales, for, although the quality may be 
all that can be desired, if the price is advanced the demand falls off at once

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cost of the finished product would be so enhanced that not nearly so mnch 
would be required. We think this new company is quite in advance of the 
requirement of the country, and would very much prefer that no such 
industry be started in Canada at present.”’ 

The Belleville Canning Co. were equally pronounced in their view that 
the proposed duty would work a seriously injury to packing. They said: 

‘We are strongly opposed to such a measure. To the canners of fruits 
and vegetables such a proceeding would be most harmful, and the increased 
cost of manufacture from the imposition of such a tax would create a 
serious effect on the consumption of canned goods. While it is the con- 
sumer of the goods packed in tin packages that would really have to suffer 
if such a tax were imposed, yet any cause or interference that would tend 
to increase the price of such goods would certainly tend to impair trade, 
and the canning industry today while it is progressive, would certainly 
receive a fatal blow should such a tax be placed on tin plate.”’ 

G. A. Fraser, of the Thames Canning Factory, Thamesville, put the 
whole position of the canning industry very succinctly. He said: 

‘“‘In regard to to the proposed tin plate industry at Morrisburg, I may 
say that we have not given much attention to this matter, as the idea of 
fostering one premature industry at the expense of the development of the 
natural product seemed so unreasonable that we thought it impossible that 
such a proposition could appeal to the good judgment of the Tariff Com- 
mission. 

‘‘Tin plate containers at present represent about 40% of the total cost 
of canned vegetables, and, as there seem great possibilities for the con- 
sumption of canned gooes in foreign markets, as well asin the home land, 
and as there is unlimited possibilities for the production of these goods in 
this country, it would seem unreasonable that this government would sac- 
rifice this industry even in the interest of a great manufacturing concern.”’ 

The salmon canners of the Pacific Coast would be placed in, if possible, 
even more unfortunate position. They secure their supplies by water from 
Wales. If the duty were imposed the freight rates would make it impos- 
sible to use the Morrisburg plate. They would still import from Wales, 
pay the 33% % duty, with no compensating result to anyone. 

J. Wesley Allison, the principal promoter of the Canada Tin Plate and 
Stamped Steel Co., the name of the proposed Morrisburg concern, is not 
unknown in Canada. He promoted the Cramp Steel Company at Colling- 
wood, which, after heavy expenditures, was a sad fizzle. He operated in 
Montreal about two years ago to the regret of several prominent financiers, 
and he is even better known in the United States as a promoter. There, 
also, his undertakings have not been uniformly successful.
